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Amendments to the Claims 
Please amend the claims as follows: 



1 . (currently amended) in a computing device, a method for determining a starting 
point for an application when a new user session is started, comprising the acts of: 

(a^ determining an amount of time since a last interaction with the application; 



adjusting an interval of time associated with a current user session for the 
application in proportion tothe frequency of interaction with the application: 

(b) comparing as the interval of time to the determined amount of tim e, the interval 
ofctimo being associated with a curr e nt us e r session for th e application ; and 

(e) when the determined amount of time is greater than the interval of time associated 
with the current user session for the application, ending the current user session and starting the 
new user session for the application at the starting point when the application is selected. 

2. • (original) The method of Claim 1 f wherein each application running on the : 
computing device is associated with a separate current user session and a separate interval of 
time. 

3 . (original) The method of Claim 1 , wherein the interval of time represents a 
maximum period of inactivity for the selected application. 

4. (original) The method of Claim 1, wherein the interval of time is editable for 
each application. 

5. (original) The method of Claim 1, further comprising: 

(a) when a switch for the computing device is transitioned to an on state, determining 
an amount of time between a last transition of the switch to an off state and a current transition of 
the switch to the on state; 
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(b) comparing another interval of time to the determined amount of time, the other 
interval of time being associated with a current user session for the switch; and 

(c) when the determined amount of time is greater than the other interval of time 
associated with the current user session for the switch, ending the current user session for the 
application and starting a new user session for the switch, whereby a selection of the application 
will cause a selected view to be displayed on the computing device and the new user session to 
be started for the selected application. 

6. (original) The method of Claim 1 , further comprising: 

(a) when a switch for the computing device is transitioned to an on state, determining 
an amount of time between a last automatic transition of the computing device to an off state and 
a current transition of the switch to the on state; 

(b) comparing another interval of time to the determined amount of time, the other 
interval of time being associated with a current user session for the switch; and 

(c) when the determined amount of time is greater than the other interval of time 
associated with the current user session for the switch, ending the current user session for the 
application and starting a new user session for the switch, whereby a selection of the application 
will cause a selected view to be displayed on the computing device and the new user session to 
be started for the selected application. 

7. (original) The method of Claim 5, wherein a length of the other interval of 
time is automatically adjusted in proportion to a frequency of operation of the switch, including: 

(a) increasing the length of the other interval of time when the frequency of the 
operation of the switch is greater than a defined value; and 

(b) decreasing the length of the other interval of time when the frequency of the 
operation of the switch is less than the defined value. 
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8. (currently amended) In a small computing device, a method for displaying a 
selected view when a new user session is started for one of a plurality of applications on the 
small computing device, comprising the acts of: 

(a) determining an amount of time since a last selection of the application; 

-(b) comparing the determined amount of time for the application to an interval of 
time that is associated with a current user session for the application; 

(e) when the determined amount of time for the application is greater than the 
interval of time, ending the current user session for the selected application and starting a new 
user session for the application when the application is selected, wherein die selected view of the 
selected application is displayed in the new user session; 

associatin g each application with a separate priority value; 

employing each separate priority value to determine when to stop running each 
application on the small computing device during a period of inactivity; and 

employing a frequency of interaction with a particular application to d ynamically 
change the priority value associated with the pa rticular application. 

(d) when a switch for tho small computing dovioo is transitioned to an on stat e ^ 
d u tormining another amount of timo ropr - o s cnting a difforcnoo botwocn a lost transition of th e 
s witch to an offstato and a current transition of tho witch to th e on stato;

19. (currently amended) A system for communicating between a client process and 
a server process in a computing device, comprising: 

(a) the client process performing actions, including: 

(i) determining an amount of time since a last selection of the application; 

and 

(ii) when a switch for the computing device is transitioned to an on state, 
detennining another amount of time representing a difference between a Jast transition of 
the switch to an off state and the current transition of the switch to the on state; and 

(b) the server process performing actions, including 

(i) adjusting an interval of time associated with a current user session for the 
a pplication in proportion to the frequency of interaction with the application: 

(ii) comparing the determined amount of time for the application to an the 
interval of time that is associat e d with a current-u s er session for th e application ; 

(iy) when the determined amount of time for the application is greater 
than the interval of time associated with the current session for the application, ending the 
current user session and starting a new user session for the application when the application is 
selected, wherein the server process causes a selected view of the selected application to be 
displayed in the new user session for the selected application; 

rfiv) adjusting another interval of time associated with a current user session for 
the switch in proportion to the frequency of operation of the switch; 

(Si) £v) comparing the other another interval of time to the other amount of 
tim e, tho other intorvol - of tim e b e ing associated with a current user session for tho switch ; and 

(iv) £vQ when the other amount of time is greater than the other

process will cause the selected view to be displayed on the computing device and a separate new 
user session to be started for a selection of any one of a plurality applications on the computing 
device. 

20. (original) The system of Claim 19, wherein the switch controls the power for 
the computing device. 

2 1 . (original) The system of Claim 1 9, wherein the switch is a function switch 
for the computing device. 

22. (currently amended) The system of Claim 19, wherein the client process 
generates a time stamp for each interaction with each application and each transition of the 
switch. 

23 . (original) A system for a client-server environment in a computing device, 
the client performing actions, comprising: 

(a) determining an amount of time since a last selection of an application running on 
the computing device; 

(b) when a switch for the computing device is transitioned to an on state, deteraiining 
another amount of time representing a difference between a last transition of the switch to an off 
state and the current transition of the switch to the on state; and 

(c) enabling the server to perform actions, including: 

(i) adjusting an interval of time associated with a current user session for the 
a pplication in proportion to the frequency of interaction with the application: 

(jj) comparing the determined amount of time for the application to the as 
interval of time that is associated with a ouncnt us e r session for the application ; 
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(ii) fiii) when the detennined amount of time for the application is greater 
than the interval of time associated with the current session for the application, ending the 
current user session and starting a new user session for the application when the 
application is selected, wherein the server causes a selected view of the selected 
application to be displayed in the new user session for the selected application; 

fiv^ adjusting another interval of time associated with a current u ser session for 
the switch in proportion to the frequency of operation of the switch; 

(»*) fxl comparing another the other interval of time to the other amount of 
time; the othor interval of tim e being aocooiated with a currant usor ses s ion for th e switch ; 
and 

(iv) when the other amount of time is greater than the other interval of time 
associated with the current user session for the switch, ending each current user session 
for each application and starting a new user session for the switch, wherein the server 
causes the selected view to be displayed on the computing device and a separate new user 
session to be started for a selection of any one of a plurality applications on the 
computing device. 

24. (new) The method of Claim 1, wherein adjusting the interval of time comprises: 
increasing the length of the interval of time when the frequency of interaction 

with the application is greater than a defined value; and 

decreasing the length of the interval of time when the frequency of interaction 
with the application is less than the defined value. 

25, (new) The system of Claim 1 9, wherein adjusting the interval of time comprises: 
increasing the length of the interval of time when the frequency of interaction 

with the application is greater than a defined value; and 

decreasing the length of th interval of tim when the frequency of interaction 
with the explication is less than the defined value. 
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26. (new) The system of Claim 1 9, wherein adjusting the other interval of time 
comprises: 

increasing the length of the interval of time when the frequency of operation of 
the switch is greater than a defined value; and 

decreasing the length of the interval of time when the frequency of operation of 
the switch is less than the defined value. 

27. (new) The system of Claim 23, wherein adjusting the interval of time comprises: 
^j/^ increasing the length of the interval of time when the frequency of interaction 

with the application is greater than a defined value; and 

decreasing the length of the interval of time when the frequency of interaction 
with the application is less than the defined value. 

28. (new) The system of Claim 23, wherein adjusting the other interval of time 
comprises: 

increasing the length of the interval of time when the frequency of operation of 
the switch is greater than a defined value; and 

decreasing the length of the interval of time when the frequency of operation of 
the switch is less than the defined value. 
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
